The work 
of Wrecking still goes on, and the body 
of the car was yesterday lilted out ashore 
by a crane and placed on the wharf. 
One lias been adiied to the list of survivors 
of tlioflt! who were in the jar at tht; 
time of the accident, llo is \)lr. W. J. 
Crull, father of poor little WiJred Cruil 
who was yestei'day buried. 'Mr. Crull 
was in the car with his son but escaped 
unhurt. This brings the number ol vic- 
tims anil survivors up to 143.

Yesterday was anotiier repetition of 
scenes of mourning on the streets and at 
the churches, the bodies of a consider.ible 
number of victims of the bridge disaster 
being consigned to the tomb with cere- 
monies rendered even mora solemn by 
tiie occaaioq' wJiioh .had called far them :

It was a sad party of tearful children 
who yesterday in the liusli of the early 
evening followed to the grave all that is 
mortal of May and Ethel Bow- 
nesa. Aji St. IJarnabas church 
Rev. J. B. Haslain conducted the 
burial service, which was full choral. 
The choir, vested, preceded by the cross 
beanir, met the fiinernl cortege at the 
west entrance and led the procession, 
siagincthe hymn'' Days and Momenta." 
The i^Oth psalm was then chanted and 
after the readincr of the leeson the choir 
le<i_the way in the same order, singing 
as a lecessional "When Our Heads Are 
Rowed With Woo." During the inter- 
val before the committal of the bodies 
to the grave " Thy Will Be Done " was 
sung, the Nnnc Diinittis chanted to 
Ihirnby closed a most impressive service.

Moscow, M.ay 30.— A terrible panic at 
the fetes here to-day, in honor of the 
coronationof the Gzar, caused the tramp- 
ing to death of 'many people. In anti-. ^ 
cipation of the grand holiday and popu- 
lar banquet on liodynsky or Khodien- 
skoje plain, tens of thonsanda of people 
began trooping towarda the Petrovsky 
place, in front of which the plain is 
situated, during the earlier hours this 
morning. In fact thousands reached the 
grounds yesterday evening and camped 
all . night in order to obtain a good 
fiosilion;' On the plain were long 
;inea of ' .rough tables, flanked by 
rougher benches at first arranged to ac- 
commodate 400,000 jiersons, but in view 
of the immense crowd assembled every 
elibrt was made to jirovide seating room 
for 500,000 Boula. 

The military bake houses were taxed 
to their utmost capacity, and 500,000 
mugs each bearing portraita of the Czar 
antl Czarine, were ordered and manu- 
factured for presentation to the people 
taking part. The police did everything 
possible to keep back the crowd, but 
suddenly the masses pressed forward 
and swept everything before them, 
trampling hundreds under foot and 
crushing the life out of a great number , 
of people. One poor woman gave birth 
to a child during the excitement and 
was trampled to death. The police and . , 
military authorities eventually suc- 
ceeded in restoring order, and prepar- 
ations were made to proceed with the 
banquet as if nothing unusual bad hap- 
pened. ' 

It ia oflicirtlly estimated that one 
thouaand persons were killed. Ow- 
ing to the extent of the disaster and 
tlie fact that the troops rend.ered ap- 
proach to the scene of the disaster im- , 
possible for anybody except a 
Russian ofhcial or iihysician, a long 
time elapsed before the full ex- 
tent of the disaster became known. 
As time went on, and the ambulances 
were kept busy transporting the wound- 
ed and dyiug to the hospitals of the city 
and to temporary hospitals within the 
military lines, it began to da)vn upon 
the people that the ektent'of the disas- 
aater was very much greater- than had , 
been at first supposed. "Aiicording to' ' 
the description furnished by the phy- 
aiciana who were allowed on the spot, 
the acene resembled the carnage ot a 
battle severely fought, with the excep- 
tion that the victims were mostly 
poor men, women and children and 
these were trampled to death instead of 
allot down. Aa the day wore on the 
Russian ofiicials admitted that the 
victims numbered several hundred, and 
this evening the terrible truth was told ■ 
when a bulletin was issued saying that 
the government officials regretted to be 
compelled to announce that an ofhcial 
estimate placed the number of victims 
of the disaster at about one thousand. 

All the festivities have apparently been 
postponed and nobody thinks of any- 
thing but commenting upon and regret- 
ting the fearful calamity which has 
changed the scenes of rejoicing in^o 
scenes of deepest woe. It wuh on this 
plain where Napoleon concentrated his 
troops before moving upon thecity. Fur- 
ther time must elapse before accurate 
figures as to the number actually killed 
and the number of persons who are vic- 
tims of the disaster, but who are only 
suffering from injuries,is ascertained, but 
there is no doubt the official estimate 
of one thousand'victims, cannot b& far 
from right, and this may be said to have 
put an end to. all the coronation festival 
certainly so far as the general public is 
concerned. Further details made )nib- ' 
ic tiiis evening show that the disasteroc- 
curred between six and seven o'clock this 
morning. It was intended that tlie ban- 
quet should commence before noon, but 
the immense throng which bad gathered 
around the sheds from wliere the miigs 
were to be presented and food 
was to be distributed, became ao 
dense that, the attendants were over- 
powered and thrown to .the ground in 
the mad struggles which commenced for 
food and the gifts; many of tbese attehfi- ■ 
ants being numbered with the deadi

The Hpecch of ;Mrs. George nrum- 
niontl, president ot the Women's Coun- 
cil of iMontreal, at the close of the meet- 
ing held on the 12tli inst, eliciunl great 
enthusiasm. It is reported as follows in 
the Montreal (iazette: 

Your Excellencies and ladies and 
gentlemen — I am happy, indeed, to sec- 
ond the vote of tlranks" proposed by His 
Excellency tho Governor-General, to 
the speakers of this evening for the in- 
spiration of their most kind and en- 
couraging words, They have evidently 
learnt that the great secret of help is 
encouragement, not criticism, not even 
good advice, hut the stimulus of confi- 
dence and approval. Not that as a 
Council we deprecate criticism, nor re- 
sent it should it sometimes be blame. 
No, but just ('riticism will help us, and 
unkind or misjudged criticism will not 
hurt us just in piojiortion to the faith 
that is in us, and that faith will neither 
faint nor fail while the leaders of our 
nation, in cbnrcli and state, believe in 
us. And now, at the close of this meet- 
ing, I would rtsU permiHsion to say a few 
words to those who doubt, or who have 
doubted, the worth, perhaps even the 
worthiness, of our Women's Council. 

Three years have gone by since the in- 
auguration of the council, and yon have 
beard to-night the summing up of our 
accounts for the time that is past. How 
do we and this movement stand at the 
close of tho account? As every man 
shall be judged acgording to big works, 
80 let our council be judged, and let 
our right and our niigbt at the end of 
the account be one and the same. 

You have heard that the local coun- 
cils study to meet as best tliey can tlie 
more pressing needs in their respective 
communities. These needs vary in each 
locality, according to size and 'age and 
otherconditioiis. i5ut there ai 'j certiun 
broader needs whicii are found, not 
here or there, but in almost every place 
where human beings form tbnmsKlves 
into a society ; there are qnestions which 
force themselves upon all thinking men 
and women of to-<lav, soeial questionf, 
labor questions; liarti problems many of 
them; so bard that weary thinkers could 
find it in their hearts to say, " These 
things are too hard for us. Let ua fall 
asleep and wake when the riddles are 
solved." 

It may eeem to some of you that if 
these riddles are too bard for men, 
women need not attempt their solution, 
but may well Ui\ content to rentrict their 
attention to ])roble!iis ol tho family and 
the home. 

But we do believe that as the world is 
made of men and women, so must the 
problems be met and its sorrows re- 
solved by the combined thought and ac- 
tion of men and women. We believe 
that so awful in its reality is the tie that 
binds us all together, high and low ..rich 
and poor, sinner and sain}, thai I the 
woman whose knowledge and syiniiathy 
go never beyond lier own, wlio has 
never realized hersiiareof responsibility 
to the world Unit is vviibont. is unlit lij 
guide and guanl ibe family and the 
home. (Clicers.)

cf which you accuse us as unlilling us to 
bolil any measure ul jjolitii'al power are 
indices of certain moral percejjtions in 
the woman's nature, \vhii;li, wlien our 
sense of proportion has been trained liy 
experience, will supplement and com- 
plete the judgment of the rnan. It is 
said, for instance, that U is only the ab- 
surdly feminine mind that, in judging of 
a man's litness for great public responsi- 
bilities, woidd take into account his pri- 
vate life, and the manner in which bo 
discharges the commonplace domestic 
relations. In illustration, 1 may <iuote 
the familiar tale of the man and wife 
who were overheard disiaissing tbe<]uali 
lications of their cook. The wife was as- 
sured of her respectability and nnim- 
|ieachable moral character; the husband 
confounded her moral character, and in- 
(piired if she could cook beans. (Laugh- 
ter.) The story points the laugh at the 
wife, but the fact is that botfi were right 
as far as they went, but the wife 
was wrong in stopping short at 
the morality, the husband in con- 
sidering only the culinary qualifications. 
It needed both to ensure competency. 
No amount of morality would cook a 
good dinner; but, on the other .hand, tlie 
moral inaptitude might some day make 
any dinner at all a matter of uncertain- 
ty. (Renewed laughter and applause.) 
So I think Ibis feminiiie censorship of 
the private and domestic virtues serves 
to bring into clearer recognition the fai;t 
that "character" is even greater iluin 
" intellect" in determining the [)rogress 
and ultimate standing of tlie individual 
and the nation, that as the foundation of 
our prosperity inu«t be laid in pnr<> 
domestic life, in iuiegruy and in up- 
rightness, so should tliCHe qualities rank 
highest in our estimate of those who till 
the highest posts in the nation. (Cheers.) 

Again, you may bear it said that 
women would be meddlesome in public 
allairs, that in their clamor for im- 
mediate and far-reaching "reform" 
they would retard, rather than help, 
that progress which mnat be largely left 
to tendency and time. True that only 
experience can teach the sobering lesson 
of limitation as well us the hopeful one 
that the tendency of all things is to 
progress and perfection. But true also 
that it is a spurious faith that would 
make this general tendency an excuse 
for less earnest and strenuous ulTort on 
the part of the individual. True, also, 
that it is a culpable lack of faith that 
would justify its policy of non-interfer- 
ence on the theory of tlie Kornan phil- 
osopher, " .Men will cniuiniio to do the 
same things, though we burst," or, in 
modern phrase, on tho principle that 
" every man has the right to go to the 
devil if be likes." As no man has the 
right to do a wrong, nor can go to the 
devil without taking others with hini, so 
no man's effort to leave the world belter 
than he found it is wholly thrown away 
upon the world. (Cheers.) 

And so what you may call our faults of 
judgment are only, as all faults are, the 
other side of virtue or faulty as virtues 
carried to excess, which need l)ut to lie 
tempered by experience and balanced Ijy 
the judgment of tht? man to show their 
right side iii;aiii, and assert their true 
funclioii luul character. 

This then is our contention — not for 
supremacy of place and rule. No, we 
lender our ihanks to that anonymous 
man, wlio, awaking to thid fact, lias ex- 
pressed it ill the popular form of the 
toast, " Woman once our, superior, now

It may seem to some of vnu ihat we 
women, unless, indeed, we' fd)taiii the j 
sufl'rage, can exercise no authority and j 
but little influence in iiiatlerH eu'cli as 
these. But I believe that the wmnan'K 
inlluence, even when exercised only from 
wilbin, is greater and more far-reach- 
ing than she knows, and tlint she can do 
much when rightly informed lo jirepare 
public opinion to suggest and to enfon-e 
the best and wisest cocial measures. 
And here let me touch for a moment on 
the political ((aestion. It is assumed in 
some quarters that as a council we ure 
pledged to woman's sufTrage. This is 
not so, although wo have the honor to 
number some advocates of woman's suf- 
frage and a socii^ty for the politiciU en- 
fram;hiseinent of women within our 
ranks. But on this jioint, as 
on all others, there is jjorfect 
liberty of opinion, and while jiarty 
sjiirit and party action are ex- 
cluded by the fundamental principle of 
our council, ail parties are repre.^eiiteil 
within it, so that, from tho conflict of 
different minds, truth may be struck out 
for all to follow. Whilst some of us be- 
lieve that woman's suffrage holds the 
potentiality of much good to the women 
and the world, others ask that women 
be trained to work inwardly upon the 
spirit of the time, rather than that they 
should enter the political arena. In 
whichever way we make our influence 
felt, we believe that on the whole it will 
be a beneficial one, not bcc:i'use women 
are betttir than men (oh I foolisli com- 
parison!) but because, as I have said, 
oidy their combined judgment can solve 
the problems of this ci Miiplex world, be- 
cause, as a modern thinker and man of 
science has said, " 'J'bo hope "bf our fu-

A GRIT INDUSTRY. 

The Grita have commenced early in 
the campaign to uianufacture facta for 
the use of their stump speakers. In 
order to make their fabrications more 
impresaive, they are introduced witli 
flare heads which are themselves the re- 
verse of complimentary to leading Con- 
servatives, and are commented upon by 
able editors in articles intended to be 
edifying. Fact No. 1 — we give it pre- 
cedence because it is the biggest of the 
lot and intended, to da most harm to the 
Tories— is that Sir Charles Tapper after 
a long interview with Archbishop Lange- 
vin asked that dignitary forhia blessing, 
and the Archbishop consenting the 
Premier received the blessing, kneel- 
ing, kissing at the same time 
His Grace's ring of ofHce. In the head- 
ings introductory to the narrative, 
which are made as conspicuous as pos- 
sible, the Premier ia stigmatised as 
' tricky" and "hypocritical," and the 
iiii,'enioua manufacturer goes so far as to 
say that " Good Catholics were disgusted 
with seeing their religion made such a 
tool of." 

It was no doubt expected that good 
Protestants would take this fact as 
genuine, and would condemn Sir Charles 
Tupper either as a hypocrite or a pervert, 
and would declare that they would be 
the reverse of blessed, if they voted 
for such a i)arly leader, or for 
anyone who would give him his 
support. \Ye cannot say that the 
fabrication was ingenious; we think 
the epithet applied to it by the Arch- 
bishop was the appropriate one. He 
•characterized it as " audacious," and to 
lit the strong adjective, he added theBtiU 
stronger subatantive " lie." Yes, the 
ArchbLshop gtiuniatized this product of 
the Grit fact fiictory as an " audacious 
lie." Of course tiie pithy paragrajihs 
with which it was introduced to the 
pablic are also lies and libels. We may 
add that the newspapers that lirst i,'ave 
currency to this audacious lie, as far as 
we know, are the Victoria Times, the 
Victoria Province and the Winnipeg 
Triiiune. 

Tact Xo. 2 waa also inamifactured tor 
the special use of Protestants. It is now 
abundantly evident that the Grits pro- 
pose to make Protestants useful to them 
in the coming election. This be- 
ing the case facts manufactured 
for the very purpose will be liberally 
distributed aiiionii the ineuibors ot the 
dillerent denominations. To tlie Prov- 
ince l)eloiigs the credit of serving up this 
fact to the public. In its issue of the 
23rd it sayas " Archbishop Walsh has 
refused to sign the mandement of the 
Eoman Catholic Church calling upon its 
coiumuiiicants to vote for the candidatea 
put forward by Sir Charles Tupper." 
There are folded up in this statement 
three alleged facts. The first is that 
, Ariihbishop Walsh refused to sign the 
r^iandement ; the second is that the man- 
V dement has been issued by the Roman 
ii Catholic Church; and the third is that it 
Icallsupon Catholics to vote for the candi- 
dates put forward by Sir Charles Tupper. 
It so happens that not one of 
these facta ia genuine. It ia 
not a fact that Archbishop Walah 
refused to sign the mandement. 
It is not a fact that the mandement was 
issued by the Roman Catholic Church. 
•Itis not a fact that the mandement re- 
quired coHununicanta to vote for candi- 
dates put forward l)y Sir Charles Tup- 
per. The whole fabrication must, we 
fear, be characterized a8f|a bundle-^ 
mischievous lips, The':inaiiidemoiit;'waa 
Binned by iihe ^I^oman Catholic Bishops 
of tlie' 'yirovihce of Quebec, arid by 
theni alone, an<l it does not re- 
quire " coiiiiiiunicants " to vote lor 
the followers of any letuler or the 
^pdidatea of any parf j;.,^,4le>o is. what 



Mr. Laurier's own organ I'Electeur 
aays about the mandement: "Who 
will complain of this counsel, or even of 
this injunction? The Catholic candir 
<latb who ia not prepared to give this 
guarantee is tuideacrving of the votes of 
Ilia co-religionists." 

' LaPatrle, which is anotherGrit organ, 
shows how the mondemeat ia under- 
stood and interpreted by French Cana- 
dian Conservatives: 

Yesterday, at the St. Ilyacintlio sta- 
tion, two old Conservatives from St. 
DamaaB went and shook hands with our 
friend Mr. Bernier (the Libei-al candi- 
date) telling him that tbey would vote 
for hi in on June 23, but that this would 
be the Qrst time they over voted for the 
Libera] party. "How is that?" askrd 
Mr. Bernier. "Well the mandement 
instnicis us to, vote for an honest man. 
Nowvouareaii honest man, we have 
coiifiilerice in you and we will vote for 
you." 

No. 8 1b a negative, statement, manu- 
factured for use in the District ot Vic- 
toria. The Province on the 23rd of May 
asked: " How is it that since his re- 
turn from Ottawa Col. Prior luis made 
no sort of j^ublic allusion to his own po- 
sition," and added that " lie remained 
as dumb aa an oyster on the subject 
when he addressed the aieoting of the 
Liberal-ConeervativeOlub." It is known 
to hundreds in this city that Col. Prior 
did speak at I'oiiaidcrable length and to 
good purpose on Hint subject in hia ad- 
dress to the niotubera of the Conserva- 
tive Club. After we had iinivcd that 
the statement it made was the reverse of 
true the Province, in yesterday's issue, 
equivocates like an untruthful schoolboy. 
It did not mean to do this and it desired 
to say that. What it did say is clear to 
everyone, and wo have not the least 
doubt that it said Avhat it intended to 
say. 

Fact No. 4 was invented to dishearten 
the Couservatives and lo encturage the 
Grits. It was stated as a fact that Mr 
W. W. Macdonald, the Gcjn^ervative 
candidate, had retired frotn the light in 
Easteria Aasiniboia. It turna out that 
thia is not a fact at all, but that Mr 
Macdonald never even dreamed of leav- 
ing the fight in Asainiboia. 

We haye given a few apeoimens of the 
fabricationa which the Grits are aending 
out to the country to do duty as facta 
upon which electors are to form opinions 
as to men and their acts. That tliuyaro 
not what they purport to be ia patent to 
ever3'oiie who takes the trouble to in 
quire into their Heiiuiiienoss. The Grit 
factory, we have no doubt, ia every hour 
turning out others that are the opposite 
of genuine, that are not facta at all, but 
" audacious lies," mean lies, silly lies, 
and deceptions of one kind or another, 
invented and manufactured for the ex- 
])rcsa purpose of deceiving tlie electors. 
The campaign on the part of the Grits ia 
evidently intended to be a campaign of 
falsehood and trickery, and prudent men 
should bo on their guard. 



TETE OUIDINa iSTAR. 

It ia said that Mr. Lanrier has doubled 
again on the trade question. After hav- 
ing coquetted with protection for a con- 
siderable time, he has gone back to his 
old love, free trade. He has, we read , 
quite lately declared that free trade ia 
his guiding star, He has evidently 
travelle 1 outside the sphere of the in- 
fluence of the protectionist Snider, and 
he is inclined again to favor free trade. 

Like most of .Mr. Laurier's statements 
and declarations thia last one is very far 
indeed from being definite and practical. 
Guiding stars may do very well 
in poetry, but they do not go 
for much in busiiioas. Practical men 
although they set a high value on 
figures when they represent numbers of 
doUara, and comniodities of one kind 
and another, care very little for figures 
of speech. It will, they know, be ex- 
tremely hard to tie Mr. Laurier to his 
"guiding star," and they want hiiu 
pinned to a statement that he cannot 
very easily break loose from. 

The electors, too, are puzzled to know 
what course Mr. Lanrier and hia fol- 
lowers propose to take on the trade 
question. They liiul that there is a 
great d ivcrsity in the repreaciitatioiis of 
Grit politi(;ians with re^^'ani to the 
taritl". In Nova Scotia they say it 
is not tlic intention of the Liberal 
party to take the duty off coal. Coal, 
they declate, underaGrit administration, 
will have all the protection it now en- 
joys. In Quebec and Ontario the con- 
slituonciea arc by Grit candidates prom- 
isetl free coal. In one jiart of the Do- 
minion the people are told that the duty 
on coal oil is altogether too high, but in 
the district where coal oil is produced, 
the people are told that the protective 
duty will, under a Libieral administra- 
tion, be continued. Reciprocity in 
natural products ia one of the chief 
planks of the Liberal platform. The 
raw material of manufacturea and the 
neceasaries of life should be allowed to 
come into the country duty free, say the 
Grit politicians in some conatituenqies.

Hymnn, in London, has said," the Mall 
and Empire states, "that we are to 
havtt^ not free trade, iior moderate pro- 
teotion,-bnt tfflLf^ ji^r cent, tariff, the 
evil Of 1873-1 878. The Montreal Witness 
declares that it is to bo a 25 per cnni;. 
tnriir." Each of these Libernla considers 
that he is warranted hy declarations 
naado by. .Mi-., Laurier in itsauriiig; the

The Griti^^ekly . of, yesterday in ex- 
planation of the false statement it had 
made in Its issue of the ^Srd, said: 
" VVhat we desired toempliasize waa the 
fact that so far Colonel Prior iias not 
given Ids public and positive assurance 
that the position he now occupie!", 
is in every sense what he arid 
the rest of British Columbians 
were led to believe it would be." Col- 
onel Prior has not once, but many times,-, 
given thia public and positive assurance. 
He did so when he read the telegram 
from Sir Mackenzie Bo well, ollering him 
theofflce of Controller of Inland Revenue 
with a seat in the Cabinet. This is the 
position that Colonel Prior and his con- 
stituents were led to believe he would 
occupy, and this is the position he does 
occupy.

. Tho inquest into the Toint Ellice 
bridge disaster was continued yesterday, 
the proceedinps being held in the court 
house, where the jury will iiereafter sit 
till tho inquiry is closed. So fur no ex- 
pert testimony has been culled. Mr, A. 
G. Smith, deputy attornoy-fieiicrnl, sng. 
gested yesterday that ns tiie government 
•were anxious to have the mosteearch- 
• ing inquiry, it would be tetter to at lirst 

get as far as possible' the evidence of 
. witnesses of the accident bo that as 
closely as possible the jjosition of tlie 
car at the time of the accident might be 
ascertained, and what part of thu f iian 
gave way iirst. Some very initiortiuit 
evidence on this point wns brought out 
during tho course of the iiuiiiiry. 

Lome Oates, tlie motoriiiaii on car G 
on tho day of tho accident, was the first 
witness called. His car had jast nasBed 
ofl" the bri(l<re when he Unow of tlie ac- 
cident; lie did not notice any unusual 
"vibration as he pnsscd the brid<ro; lii.s 
car was a car-length olF the bridue when 
the overhead wires broke; when close to 
the end of the bridge he turned on fall 
power to get up the grade; there wag a 
standing notice in the cars warning peo- 
ple not to stand on the platform; he 
never tried to keep people off the plat- 
form when there was a crowd, aa it 
could not be done ; he had never had in- 
structions to keep people off the plat- 
form ; he had n book or rules given him 
by the company, but could not say if 
there was anything in it rei.'iirding the 
carrying of passengers; iNIr. (iib.son had 
told liim to stand at Caniphell's corner; 
his car did not go across the bridtre 
faster than two uiilca an hour, he judged. 

Street Superintendent AVilson was re- 
called to make a correction ia liis evid- 
■ence of tho previous day. He wanted to 
say that the time the bridf;o wuh re- 
paired by lOlliot was not two years ago, 
as he said yesterday, but a year ago last 
April, 

Capt. William Grant lives close beside 
the bridge. Ho had taken special no- 
tice of the condition of tho bridge; bis 
wharf was right alongside and he was on 
and under the bridge very often ; about 
two years ago he noticed that the abut- 
ment of the bridge where it crossed his 
place was giviiii; way from licavy rains 
and the mud sills and trestle work were 
giving; ho reported this to the city hall 
and asked Mr. James linker, then an 
alderman, to go and look at it; the city 
got jackscrews and secured the bridge 
again ; he had since that, less than a 
year ago, seen Mr. Kent and Mr. Ray- 
mur, and told Mr. Kent that teams 
were galloping over the bridge; there 
had been so much vibration when horses 
were trotted across the bridge that he 
could not walk but iiad to stand till they 
passed ; the city sent police there for 
about a week after his complaint and 
several peo])lo were lined for driving fast 
across the bridge ; then the affair quieted 
down again ; the bridge was after that 
replanked ; he did notrecollect reporting 
to anyone in the city engineer's office ; 
lie had not made any complaints since 
that time; ho had told them that unless 
something was done to stop teams going 
fast over the bridge the bridge would 
fall ; he was standing on his wharf at 
tho time of the accident; there were sev- 
eral teams on the bridge going back and 
fortli, a continual traffic all the time; he 
heard the crash and saw that the span 
had given way fiom th.e pier on the 
Esquimalt end on the Gorge side ; then 
the movement Btopped for a few seconds 
and began to go again, and then 
the whole of that end gave way, and the 
ond near the city followed ; the car waK 
apparenti}' near the centre of the P])an 
• wli'iii the crash came; tlics[)an fell with 
a slope to the Gorge; the span did not 
trickle in the centre as far as ho could 
see; it might have done so, hut not en- 
ough for him to <li.scern; lie was ijuitc 
conlldent that tho Gorge corner gave 
way lirst; the car did not go through the 
■ bottom of the bridge; he had noticed 
horses trotting over tiie bridge that, 
morning; he had noticed that cars in 
passing over the bridge made very little 
vibration, but for the last year a" team 
trotting fast over the bridge caused a 
^reat deal of vibration, bo much so that a 
-person walking would have to stand till 
It went over — the vibration was so great ; 
he had never sent any notice to the tram- 
way company about the bridge; he did 
not know anything about bridge struc- 
tures, but what friglitcued iiini 
was the vibration of the bridge. 
The rumor tluit ho had comiilained to 
the city oiliciala recently about the 
bridge and had been, told to mind liif- 
own business was not true ; he had ex- 
amined the end plates and was quite 
sure that the span had gradually been 
slipping four or live inches on the end 
plates backwards and forwards, and that 
it had at last pulled ofl" and thus caused 
the accident: he could not Ijavetoldif 
the floor beam at the end where the 
accident commenced broke or not, nor 
could ho see if any of tlie floor broke; 
the car had pa;-f-t'd the middle of the 
span that gave way when the accident 
took place. 

A. S. Potts, student at law, was driving 
•with three other jjcople in a carriage ; 
he drove on the liridge before tlie big 
car and pulled up for a minute to allow 
the small car thai was ahead to get off 
^ the bridge, then he drove along, not 
' thinking the big car wns on the 
bridge'; his h'crae was walking and he 
heard a crush and saw the bridge break 
at the Esquimalt ond ; he thonght that 
the break was at I hat end lirst, and tlii: 
Victoria euil afterwards; tho crash 
seemed to bo on his right, he thought 
he was almost in the middle of the ojieii 
when the crash came hut crnild not cer- 
tainly say, then) was qiiitii a string of 
vohiclcH crosi-ing I be lii idge; Wilsi.in'ti 
rig was just alioad of him when the acci- 
dent took jilace ; he did not think that 
the front car was qniic off the bridgu, at 
the time ; lie did not recollect seeing the 
second car till they were all falling; 
then as they went, down the car went 
ahead of thoni ; as they weregoiing down 
one offtlieoyorf^eadrbeamfl 8^ luross 
the bacK'of the horse Ho was driving and 
the end 6f it seemed to strike tho wood 
of the car; npiiaioutly the horse's back] 



was level with the top of the car; he 
was not wet in the water abovehia neck; 
lic had lioid of bis wife and she also did 
not altogether uiulor; tho overhead 
Htrt'.etmc seemed to i.'o last; he did not 
see any li-ottiiig "n llio In idgc, 

i). U. llarri;: did not see the aci ident, 

, ljut -was there live rir six niiiiulos after; 
he wan familiar widi the eonatruction of 

! tiie Point I-llTu'c hiidu'e; it was a com- 
bination triis?; Ill- had not examined 
the !iiid;;u proic-isionally ; when he saw 
tlio bridgo alter the accident he would 
judge that the span had gone at the 
i';-quimult end first and fallen towards 
the (ipi-ge: he had been an alderman of 
tne city'since the ;trainviray ran ov3r the 
bridge, but never Hoard '-'the question of 
the safety of the bridge' raised in the 
council; Jie ceased beinR. an .alderman 
about two years ago, but did not remem- 
ber who was responsible for the bridge 
then ; it would come under the city en- 
gineer's department, he supposed. 

Daviil Kussell, blacksmith, of No. 
■iS Henry street, was crossing the 
bridge with his two boys on Tuesday 
when tho bridge fell: be iiad almost got 
over the part that' fell, h(^ believed, 
wdien he heard a ciacking noise 
apparently beneath tho car be- 
hind him; he looked round sharply 
and ran; the car was somewhere 
about the middle of the span and 
was working up and down and settling; 
the bridge was sagged in the centre; the 
ends were all right then as lar as hu 
could see; after the first crash there 
were a few distinct snaps overhead, then 
the whole thing went; the front car was 
somewhere near the end of the bridge; 
he should say that the first sound was 
that of breaking timber and the snaps 
overhead were of iron. 

J. S. IMace, of Dog Creek, Lillooet, was 
stand iinx on tiie front i)latforni of the 
lirst car that went over tho bridge; he 
saw tho overhead wire falling but did 
not see the accitlent; the car was going 
live or six miles an hour and stopped 
just off the end of tlic bridue; the first 
car was, he thought, just over tho second 
overhead span wdien the accident liap- 
peiied. 

At half-past twelve tlie sitting W-as 
adjourned for the day, and the inquest 
will bo resumed at S u^uiuck to-morrovr 
morning at the court house. 

A COERECTION. 

To TiiK Editor: — Looking over the 
Coi^oxisT of May 29, I see a slight mis- 
take in names. It should be, T. H. 
Matthew escaoed with some sliglit 
bruises and Sidney K. jNiattliew a severe 
strain of the hack, which up to tho pres- 
ent time renders him helpless. I got on 
the rear platform at Campbell's corner, 
and I should judge the bridge gave way 
aa the car was about ten or lifteen feet 
from the Victoria end of the span, and 
the car ■«'ent down nearly level with an 
inclination towards Victoria. As it 
struck the water it sank and then raised 
up a little on account of tho lumber un- 
derneath and as it raised It turned over 
towards the Gorge and settled down. At 
tliat moment I seized hold of one of the 
timbers of the bridge that floated out 
from under the car. I was soon on the 
top and caiiLdit hold o(,a lady who was 
goinir down with the car and landed her 
on some boards. I then drew up an- 
other lady and also placed her safely, 
canglit linid of :wo little children and 
landed them in one of the many boats 
which were soon on the spot; after that 
I had tojiay attention to my son, who I 
found was badly hurt.

tate, to connect witli Work street. 

That an esl iiiiale of cost be obtained
